IT IS WITH pardonable pride that I carry you back to 
last August when the publisher of ADN, in his column, “A 
Word in Edgewise,” pointed out this new outlet. I believe 
that this was the first time those in the industry sensed 
the opportunities, so G.M.S. should stick an orchid in his 
buttonhole. 

Visible evidence that the manufacturers have hit this 
Christmas trail is found in the current issue of the Pon- 
tiac Chieftain in which Doc Gilpin’s sales promotion man- 
ager uses a two-page color spread sorta sounding the 
tocsin and calling the Pontiac dealers to arms. In this 
spread we find a Christmas poster, “Make this a Pontiac 
Christmas. Buy Now” for dealers to hang in their show 
windows. There is a picture of a Pontiac wrapped in 
cellophane and tied with a big red ribbon, ready for 
Xmas delivery. Dealers are urged to donate rubber toy 
Pontiacs to their local charities, while another Christmas 
toy is a boy’s model Skippy Pontiac which lists at $5.90, 
f.o.b. Toledo.

Reports from factory sales executives in- 
dicate that a real Christmas buying of new 
automobiles is developing. This should 
greatly stimulate sales during the next 
few weeks, although the results will not 
appear in registrations, perhaps, until January. Some 
feel that this holiday buying urge may also be translated 
in the used car sales if dealers will aggressively push 
their used cars at the same rate as they are pushing 
new cars. Today the used car looms as the chief source 
of uncertainty and warnings to go cautiously in trade- 
in activities are being sounded on all sides. In some 
circles it is rumored that factory co-operation in used 
car advertising may be expected in the near future, but 
this, it is pointed out, should not be considered by the 
dealer as a substitute for sane trading. Naturally, 
should dealers permit themselves to become overloaded 
with used cars which will not move quickly and at a 
profit, new car sales will suffer accordingly. This takes us 
right back to the advice given in this column some weeks 
ago in which we urged dealers to concentrate their ef- 
forts on moving used cars at a slightly quicker pace than 
new cars. We pointed out at that time that if we change 
the buying habits of the nation, in regard to new cars, 
we must also change the buying habits in regard to used 
cars or dealers will dissipate their capital through 
burdensome used car stocks. A Christmas used car 
campaign seems the next logical step.
